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REMARKS 

I. Present Status of the Application 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 and rejected 3 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Upon entry of the amendments in this response, claims 1 and 2 are amended to more 
clearly define the invention. Support of the amendment can be found, for example, in the 
specification, in paragraph [0024]. Applicants believe that the foregoing amendments do not 
introduce new matter. Reconsideration of those claims is respectfully requested. 

II. Response to Rejections 
Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1-2 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) as being anticipated by Irino (JP 6- 

33886) 

It is noticed that Irino discloses a two-stage compressor (1), a common heat exchanger 
(21), and depressurizing means (28), wherein the compressor is connected to the common heat 
exchanger via a gas-transferring pipe (23) (see: Fig. 1). On the other hand, the present invention, 
as recited in the amended claim 1, provides a compressor connected to "at least two heat 
exchangers". The present invention, as recited in the claim 2, further provides that the heat 
exchangers are constructed by a first heat exchanger at user side, a second heat exchanger at a 
heat source side, and further comprise an internal heat exchanger for cycling the refrigerant 
discharged from the first rotary compression element through the second heat exchanger at a heat 
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source side, the depressurizing means and the first heat exchanger at a user side during the 
cooling operation, and for cycling the refrigerant discharged from the compressor through the 
first heat exchanger at a user side, the depressurizing means and the second heat exchanger at a 
heat source side during the heating operation. 

The Office Action indicated that Fig. 2 of Mno teaches a JT heat pump (2a, 2b, and 2c) 
wherein two or more heat exchangers are used. However, Fig. 1 of Mno clearly shows that the 
compressor is connected to a common heat exchanger 21, which is not formed by separate 
outdoor heat exchanger, indoor heat exchanger, and internal heat exchanger. Fig. 2 shows 
several heat exchangers connected to each other in series forming a common heat exchanger. 

Irino fails to teach or suggest the above features recited in claims 1 and 2, Accordingly, 
Irino cannot anticipate claims 1 and 2 as amended. 
Rejections under 35 U-S.C. § 103(a) 

The Office Action rejected claim 3 under 35 U.S.C § 103(a), as being unpatentable over 
Irino in view of Fujii et al. (US 6,467,296). Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection as 
applied to the amended claims for at least the reasons set forth below. 

Fujii was cited to teach that the use of carbon dioxide as refrigerant is known. However, 
Fujii clearly cannot cure the deficiencies of Irino as discussed above. Therefore, the amended 
claims 1-2 as well as claim 3 are patentable over Irino and Fujii. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that the grounds of rejection have been 
addressed and the rejection has been overcome. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection 
are respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION
